CARLISLE’S SEAT. 


SPECULATION AS TO THE PROBABLE ACTION 
‘OF THE SPEAKER. 


A Precedent Which May Help Out Mr. Car- 
lisle—President Cleveland on the Second 
Term Question—Gen, Black for Vice- 
President—The Oakview Conference—Ke- 
publican Charges Against Finance Clerk 
Frolich of the Patent Office. 


By Telegranh to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., September 10.—Much 
speculation has been indulged in with regard 
to the probable action of Speaker Carlisie in 
the event of his re-election, when it will be- 
come his duty to appoint the Committee on 
Elections. His seat being contested by 
Thoebe, the case must be referred to that 
committee, and the question of the selection 
of its members becomes one of extreme deli- 
cacy. Asearch through the House Journal de- 
velops a single precedent which is identical 
with this case. At the opening of the Twenty- 
eighth Congress J. W. Jones of Virginia was 
elected Speaker. His seat was contested by 
John Minor Botts, a Whig, and when the 
standing committees of the House were ready 
to be announced, Speaker Jones asked that he 
might be relieved from appointing the Com- 
mittee on Elections, which would have to pass 
upon his own case. He was impelled to 
this course, he said, both from a sense of 
justice to his opponent and because of the 
delicacy of the situation in which he himself 


was placed. The Spraker left the chair and 
substituted Mr. R of New York as 
Spenker pro tem. A motion was then made 
authorizing Beardsley to select the members 
of the committee, which, after some little de- 
bate, was adopted. Speaker Jones then re- 
sumed the chair. Among the members of 
that House of Representatives were Hannibal 
Hamlin, John PF. Hale, Robert C. Winthrop, 
John Quincy Adams, Hamilton Fish, Henry A. 
Wise, Thomas L. Clingman, Barnwell 
Rhett, Andrew Johnson, Robert C. Schenck, 
Jobn Slidell, Stephen A. Douglass and Alex. 
H. Stephens. 

The rumor has again been revived that the 
friends of Speaker Carlisle have been seriously 
considering with him the advisability of not 
allowing his name to go before the Democratic 
caucus, but to putsome one of their number 
forward for that position and to make Mr. 
Carlisie Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee Carlisle refuses to talk further on 
the subject, but his friends ridicule the idea of 
his giving up the Speakership for the chuir- 
manship of any committee. 

Senator Blackburn said last evening: ‘‘Itis 
absurd to regard the head of even the most 
important committee as in any way as in- 
fluential as the Speakership. If, as presiding 
officcr, he cannot secure such legislation as 
meets his views,the attempt to do so as Unair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee would 
be even more futile.’’

CLEVELAND AN D BLACK. 


The President’s Inientions Regarding a Sec- 
ond Term—A Private Letter.

Wa&BINGTON, D. d., September 10.—A gen- 
tterhien Who has just returned from the North- 
west says: While in St. Paul a few days 
since I sawa letter written by President 
Cleveland to a personal friend in which he dis- 
cusses at some length the prospects of his 
being a candidate for a renomingtion. The 
President says that he has not fully deter- 


mined that he will be a candidate for a second 
term. The results of his Administration tnus 
far have not been, as they could possiply be, 
apparent us yet, either in practical effect 
or in their impression upon the people at 
large.

He 
intimates that the ticket upon which he runs 
must be made to suit himself, as he is deter- 
mined to lay out the „ of a campaign which 
must be successful. e says that he shall de- 
cide upon his candidacy at a sufficiently early 
time to uive the party every 1 | to 
make good selections for its ticket, and to 
secure the benefits if any can accrue from his 
Administration. 
VILAS LEFT OUT. 

In that section the statement of the Presi- 

dentin regard to the ticket is taken to mean 
that Gen. Vilas willnot be allowed upon the 
ticket under any circumstances. A Demo- 
cratic politician of St. Paul, commenting upon 
this point, said: 1 am satisfied from the 
eneral tone of this letter that the 
resident has never entirely agreed to 
to the selection of Gen. Vilas as a 
member of his Cabinet. His appointment as 
Postmaster-General was conceded as a trib- 
ute tothe section from which he came, as 
well asin concession to the demands of 
a man who claimed to have rendered 
his party some service. Gen. Vilas is a 
thorough politician and is very close to be- 
ing a professional one. Thatsort of man does 
not satisfy the President, and he Knows would 
not satisfy a certain class from whom be ex- 
pects renewed support.’ 

If Jam not wrong in the impression that 
I have gained, Ibelieve the President has de- 
termined, if be is to have the dictum in the 
construction of bis ticket, to have Gen. J. 
C. Biack, the present Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, nominated for the Vice-Presidency. 
He has come to the belief that 
Gen. Black is solid with the solder 
element and could draw a large number 
of veterans to the support of a ticket 
which would be otherwise decidedly un- 
attractive to even old Democratic soldiers. 
In any event, the letter seems to indicate that 
the President proposes to do with his next 
campaign as he has done with his entire Ad- 
minſstration—that is, take it entirely into bis 
own hands, run it upon his own lines and bear 
the responsibility for his own defeut, should it 
occur. 

KELLY A HILL MAN. 

The ntleman further says that it is 
rumored that the Hon. P. H. Kelly of St, Paul, 
who to a large extent, with Michael Doran, 
has controlled the patronage of Minnesota, 
and even pre-empted a narrow official — in 
the States and territortes surrounding, has 
become a David B. Hill man.

FINANCE CLERK FROLICH. 


The New Appointee Charged by Republicans 
With Being a Ku-Klux.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 10.—Jacob 
Frolich, the newly appointed finance clerk of 
the Patent Office, has been accused by Re- 
publican papers of having been a blood 
thirsty Ku-Klux. He is charged with being 
concerned in the assassination of 
a Republican in Arkansas during 
the reconstruction period.

THE DEFUNCT PENN BANK. 


Report of the Master, Charging Conspiracy 
Against Riddle. 


PITTSBURG, September 10.—Master William 
B. Rogers, inthe suit of Henry Warner, as- 
signee of the defunct Penn Bank, against W. 
N. Biddle, President of the bank, and M. K. Mo- 
Mullen and J. P. Beall, oil operators, entered 
in July, 1886, for the purpose of charging the 
defendants with certain moneys of the bank, 


Inst in oll transactions during the year 1883 and 
1884, has just completed his report The as- 
signee charged that the defendunta unlaw- 
fu Iv and repeatedly withdrew from the 
dank sums of money aggregating nearly 
$1,000,000 for the purpose ot making a cor- 
ner in oil, which was illegal. The master finds 
that Riddle. Beall and McMullen were all par- 
ties to the conspiracy, and that the bank itself 
not being a party its assignee may recover the 
loss from the conspirators. He concludes the 
report by recommending that a decree be 
made against the defendants for $827,021 less 
$63,000 on deposit to the oredit of Mo- 
Mullen at the time of the bank’s 
suspension. The defendants filed separate 
answers tothe suit. President Riddle denles 
that he had contro! of the officers and em- 
ployes of the bank or its money or assets, but 
that the directors had such control, and that 
the assets of the bank were under the control 
of F. B. Laughlin, a member of the Board and 
Treasurer; that he (Riddle), in 1883 and 1884, 
was absent from the bank by rea- 
son of iliness. He also denies any 
improper or illegal withdrawal or use of 
the funds of the bank, or any combination 
with the other defendants in relation to any- 
thing connected withthe bank. He turther 
claims that the bank has no right to mairtam 
this suit because the court, inasuitat lawin 
1884 for the same cause, brought suit and 
abandoned the same, paying costs. McMullen 
and Beull also deny that they were in any 
combination or unlawflly withdrew money 
from the bank. 


LIBRARY STATISTICS, 


Acting-Librarian Spamer’s Report to the 
Board of Managers.

Lonpon, September 10.—The killing of two 
men at Mitchellstown, Ireland, yesterday by 
the police, has caused a great sensation here, 
and will give an entirely new turn to Mon- 
day’s debate. It may even prolong the session 
a day or so. There is little doubt that the 
police were entirely to blame, and drove the 
crowd to desperation. The accounts of the 
English members who were present, includ- 
ing Labouchere, agree with those of the news- 
papers, that the police were the instigators of 
the tumult. Meanwhile, further trouble is 
threatened. 

©’ BRIEN TO BB ARRESTED. 

O’Brien will be arrested to-day under a mag- 
istrate’s warrant and taken to Mitchelistown 
to stand his trial. The whole country is ex- 
cited and it will hardly be possible to avoid 
further disturbances. The Unionist press 
supports the action of the police. The Times 
goes so fat as to say that the disturbance was 
deliberately created, and thinks a sharp les- 
gon will do good, saying; It will teach the 
Irish people that although politicians huve the 
amusement and profit, it is the people who 
pay with their skins.“ The Morning Post 
says the Irish Executive has shown praise- 
worthy vigor. 


RIOT AT MITCHELLSTOWN. 


The Police and Tipperary Men Have a 
Fatal Encounter. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, September 10.—At a lecture Thurs - 
day night in Leinster Hall, William O’Brien 
M. P., announced that he would not attend 
the Mitchelistown petty sessions yesterday, 
although summoned for violating the crime- 
act in a speech on thqaevictionson the King 
ston estate. Yesterday, as stated in a tele- 
gram,the court sat and a warrant was granted 
for the arrest of Mr. O’Brien and of 
Mr. Mandeville, the poor-law guardian, 
who had also been summoned. In the evening 
a meeting was held in the open air. The police 
tried to force their way up. They were met 
by a number of Tipperary men, with black - 
thorns, anda collision took place, the police 
using batons. The police were obliged to re- 
treat. They reformed and fired about six 
shajs. Two men were shot dead, and three 
seriously wounded. Mr. Brunner, Home Rule 
member for Norwich, England, was at the 
meeting. Thomas Ellis, M. P., the Parnell of 
Wales, was also present. Capt. 8. E. Grave, 
R. N., was in charge of the police. He was 
much excited, and John Dillon, M. P., held 
him by the arms in order to calm him down. 
Over 200 policemen were engaged in the en- 
counter. The military, of whom about 500 were 
present, did not fire. 

John Dillon has been interviewed with re- 
spect to the riot. He said he was in the police 
Barrack at the time of the shooting. He saw 
the police attempting to murder a prisoner 
and witnessed the police firing out of a bar- 
rack window at persons hundreds of yards 
distant, though no attack had been made on 
the barrack. It is now learned that there is a 
larger number of wounded than at first re- 
ported. It is said that O’Brien was arrested 
and there is great excitement in Dublin. 

LABOUCHERE THERE. 

Henry Labouchere, editor of the London 
Truth, was a witness of the shooting, being on 
the scene asa speaker. He demanded that 
the Police Inspector institute an inquiry to 
find the man who fired the shots, but this was 
refused. Just before the row he asked Magis- 
trate Seagrave if the meeting might be held 
elsewhere. Seagrave said yes, anywhere out 
of the town, and then, a Oonstable remon- 
strating with him, Seagrave changed his an- 
swer to an emphatic no. One of the men 
killed was Riordan. Fifty-four Constables 
were treated for slight injuries. 

THE THIRD VICTIM. 

Another person has died from the effects of 
injuries received during the rioting yesterday 
at Mitchelistown.

A ma- 
jority of them wore bandages over the wounds 
they received yesterday. Fourteen policemen 
were injured during the rioting and have been 
carried to the hospital.

THE MOBILIZATION EXPERIMENT. 

Paris, September 10.—The mobilization ex- 
periment necgessitated the raising of the 
Seventeenth Army Corps from 10,000 to 36,759 
men, fully clothed, armed and equipped. The 
members ofthe reserve are of fine physique. 
The cavalry have a good pace, but the men 
lack a firm seat, many having been 
thrown. The officers were somewhat bothered 
in handling larger bodies of men than they 
were accustomed to. The artillery move- 
ments were sluggish. Altogether, however, 
the experiment inspires confidence in the 
army, the Southern Corps not being regarded 
asthe best. At the conclusion of the sham 
fight to-day Gen. Ferron conferred upon 
Gen. Clement the decoration of Commander 
ot the Legion of Honor. 


EFFECT OF THE MOBILIZATION. 
M. Ferron, Minister of War, attended a 
banquet given by the officers of the Seven- 
teenth Army Corps last night. He offered a 
toast in honor of the corps which was 


the one selected for the experiment 
in mwmiobilizing the troops, and lauded 
the zeal of the city Officials and 


the devotion of the people, from whom, he 
said, any sacrifice might be asked when the 
interests of France were involved. The expe- 
rience gained by the mobilization of the corps 
had dispelled the doubt oppréssing the na- 
tion and has given Parliamentand the coun- 
try a feeling of confidence which they did not 
possess before the mobilization.

THE TROUBLE WITH KING MALICTOA. 
BERLIN, September 10.—The North German 
Gazette says that the Government has re- 
ceived no information concerning the imposi- 
tion of a heavy fine upon King Malictoa 
of Samoa, and his subsequent deposition 
by the commander of the German squad- 
ron. It is true, the paper states, that 
the squadron was ordered to demand satisfac- 
tion for robberies committed on German 
plantations and for insult to Emperor Will- 
lam, andthe abuse of Germans while cele- 
brating the Emperor's birthday in Apia. If 
King Malictoa refueed to pay damages and to 
give satisfaction for the insults, it 16 
probable that the military § intervened. 
Samoan foreign relations, especially the equal 
rights of Germany, England and America will 
remain the same, whatever may be the fate of 
King Malictoa. A large majority of the 
Samoans have long recognized the authority 
of Tamasese as King.

CUTTING EASTERN RATES. 


A Lively Rallroad War Reported to Be In- 
augurated in Chicago. 


A telegram from Chicago this morning an- 
nounces that a big cut in Eastern railroad 
rates has been inaugurated. This coming on 
the heeis of the Kansas City cut demoralizes 
rates all over the country. The telegram states 
that the Chicago scalpers were selling single 
tickets to New York at $15 and $16 and 
that a Chicago road had met this rate and bet- 
tered it one, and further tnat the other Ohi 


cago roads would follow. The difficulty in 
Chicago arose over the tickets issued by the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio roads for 
the Centennial celebratfon in Philadelphia. 
Instead of the iron-clad tickets they issued 
open tickets at 324 for the round trip, imited 
going from the 8th to the lith, and retyrning 
to the 22d ot the month. This 
liberal action enabled the scalpers to manipu- 
late the tickets, and the New York scalpers 
threatened to control the west- bound busi- 
ness, as the ticket to Philadelphia with the 
New York tariff added left a handsome mar- 
gin for the brokers. The Grand Trunk even 
went far below this, and on the theory that 
what was offered one should be offered all 
made al-cent-per-mile rate of $16.45 to Phila- 
delphia and return. The Grand runk 
Ruilway is not properly a hila- 
delphia road. and ts rate dio not 
cut so great a flgure, but yet it helped oom 
— matters. The open tickets with liberal 
imits of the Pennsylvania and B. & O., 
however, was a plum for the scalpers, and 
they scooped it in. The New York scalpers 
took advantage of it atonce, and the 
cago scalpers followed them 
morning’s telegram indicates.

while the Chicago roads will have turned the 
tide of travel in -their direction and 
will havethe grip on the business. Here is 
a real chance for the merchants to 
call on the railroad men should the Fut be 
generally inaugurated in —— It is a 
queer thing, anyhow, for the local roads here 
to stick to an iron-clad ticket when open 
tickets are sold by the Pennsylvania and Bal- 
timore & Ohio in Chicago. This is said to 
have been done by these two roads because it 
was given out that in the rush of visitors to 
Philadelphia it would be impossible to handle 
iron clad tickets, 

The differential rate here about averages 
$21.50, which is the Bee Line rate, and a rate of 
$15 in Chicago,the regular rate being NO, would 
bring the rate here down to $16.50 to New York 
if the cut should be followed.

BIDDING BANKERS, 


WHO ARE WILLING TO TAKE CARE OFA 
MILLION FOR THE CITY. 


The Board of Health Adopts an Impractical 
Pian for Disinfecting Houses Visited by 
Diphtheria—Delegates Object to the De- 
lay in Making Street and Alley Improve- 
ments — Births and Deaths — Municipal 
Matters. 


To-day Mayor Francis, Comptroller Camp- 
bell and Uity Treasurer Espenschied met to 
receive bids for the daily balunce of the Muni- 
cipal funds. This deposit amounts to about 
$1,000,000. The Boatman’s Bank now has the 
contract and is paying the city 3.60 per cent 
on its deposits. The Fifth National 
put in a bid of 2 per cent to-day 
but was leftout by the Boatman’s and the 
Laclede Bank, eachnof which submitted a bid 
3.76. This isa higher rate than the city has 
ever received heretofore on its daily balances. 
The competition is usually limited to two or 
three large institutions. A small bank cannot 
handle the deposits, for should money get dull 
it would find the big deposits very unprofit- 
able. Owing to a tie bid the Board did not 
make any award. Another meeting will be 
heid late this afternoon, when City Counselor 
Bell will be called on to decide what shall be 
done with the tie bids. The officers seem to 
think that the next bids , will be 
still higher. Should the other banks be 


deterred from bidding against 3.76 per cent 
anda new bid called forthe city might fare 
poorly inthe event of an understanding be- 
tween the two bidders.

The Board of Health has solemnly resolved 
to recommend disinfection by the use of cor’ 
rosive sublimate washes to be prepared by 
housewives in the proportion of lto 2,000 

arts of water. In this the Board is rendering

If housewives in cases of diphtheria 


were to generally adopt this ye gre of the 
Board for killing the germs in clothing and 
about the houses, the Coroner would be the 
busiest official intown. The deadly character 
of the poison and the proportions recom- 
mended are two things that should deter the 
Board from making such a recom- 
mendation when such great harm 
“might follow any carelessness or 
inaccuracy. The graduate of the ordinary 
household chemist is either one of the old 
stock of teaspoons or one of thecracked cups, 
neither of which would serve well for the 
preparation of such deadly solutions as 
chioride of mercury. Should these recom- 
mendations of this body reach any more 
harmless stages than paper res: .utions the 
name will be chanzed om the Board of 
Health to the Board of Death.

thanks of the foreign members for the atten- 
tion bestowed upon the matter, and their 
grateful appreciation which has attended 
their efforts.

A PUBLIC WANT, 

The march of monopoly is doing more 
than any other one thing to build up a 
Labor party in this country. Acts speak 
louder than words, and the acts of STAN- 
FORD, HuNnTINGTON, GOULD and other 
monopolists speak louder than the elo- 
quence of Henry Gzeoras and Dr. Mo- 
Giynn. When pools and ‘‘truste’’ turn 
companies incorporated for a public serv- 
ice and tariffs adopted for the protection 
of labor into machinery for the robbery 
and oppression of labor, it is time for 
labor to reach out for those means of self- 
protection which neither of the old par- 
ties has volunteered to tender to the 
masses as against the monopolists. 

In numerous cases recently, working- 
men have been fined and put under heavy 
bonds for belonging to striking organiza- 
tions and being found hanging around 
factories and persuading other working- 
men to keep away. Such conduct on their 
part is punished as conspiracy at common 
law, and is dealt with as an unlawful re- 
straint upon trade, an injury to employ- 
ers and to the general public. But worse 
conspiracies, combinations more in re- 
straint of trade, more injurious to indi- 
viduals and to the general public, are 
going on all over the country without 
provoking any attempt from courts 
or legislatures to restrain or punish them. 
Under the forms of law they put manacles 
upon trade, crush individual enterprise in 
business, crush political freedom by their 
control of parties and politicians, assume 
to regulate supply and demand, and fix 
the rate of wages on the one hand and the 
prices paid by consumers on the other; 
and all this with sole regard to the profit 
of the combination itself and to the trans- 
muting of its watered stocks into dividend - 
paying capital. 

The Standard Oil Trust, the Cotton Seed 
Oil Trust, the Rubber Trust, the Straw- 
board Trust, the syndicate consolidations 
of railroad and telegraph management, 
the coal pools and the iron and steel com- 
binations are all stupendous conspiracies 
of capitalists against labor and against 
the public at large, with robbery and ex- 
tortion and predatory control over the in- 
dustries, the people and the productions 
of the country as their manifest object. 

Some party willing to take these con- 
spiracies and combinations by the throat 
and subject their operations to reasonable 
restraints and just laws, is badly needed 
in this country. Ifthe Democratic party 
much longer holds itself aloof from this 
work, its ascendency will be brief and the 
spirit of JEFFERSON will soon find em- 
bodiment in some new and more popular 
organization.

OUR BEHRING SEA QUESTION. 

Treasury Agent TINGLE, in charge of 
the Alaskan Fur Seal Fisheries, reports 
104,000 seals taken by the lessee on the 
rookeries, and estimates that at least 30,- 
000 more skins were taken at sea by 
poachers, British and American. He es- 
timates also that the poachers kill ten 
seals at sea for every one they secure and 
skin. So it appears that even if the lessee 
kills no more than allowed and reported, 
three times as many more are killed by 
poachers, and the Government’s method 
of preventing extermination is by no 
means an assured success. 

There has long been a mystery about 
the source European cities draw their 
supply of fur seal skins from. The esti- 
mated catch of the poachers falls so far 
short of answering the question that the 
fur seal monopoly has long been sus- 
pected of marketing a great many more 
skins than the Government knows any- 
thing about or gets any royalty on. The 
stock is held only by afew millionaires 
and statesmen, and is supposed to be all 
the more valuable because an impenetra- 
ble mystery surrounds the operations and 
profits of the company. The Govern- 
ment’s surveillance of those operations is 
absurdly inadequate in view of the re- 
moteuess and extent of the sealing 
grounds, and the revenue officers and 
cutters are so busy hunting for poachers 
through the vast extent of Behring Sea 
that they have yery little time or oppor- 
tunity to watch the lessee. 

The assumption of jurisdiction over that 
sea asa mare clausumis at the same time 
involving us in international complica- 
tions of a very awkward character. We 
acquired from Russia a claim of jurisdio- 
tion over Behring Sea which we had re- 
fused to allow, and which no other nation 
had ever recognized. In defending that 
claim now and exercising that jurisdio- 
tion for the protection of a monopoly, we 
surrender nearly every position we ever 
contended for in our disputes with En- 
gland over Atlantic Coast fisheries or sea- 
coast jurisdiction. 

These are some of the fruits of legis- 
lative jobbery. The Governmentis drawn 
by some of its money-getting statesmen 
into partnership with a monopoly on the 
pretense of protecting and preserving ite 
seal fisheries. The Government gets noth- 
ing, pays all the expense and is involved 
in dangerous and costly complications, 
while the monopoly makes unknown mill- 
ions, and there is no evidence whatever 
that the stock of seals is increasing or 
under any better protection than before 
the monopoly plan was adopted.

Ifthe leaders of the Democratic party had 
possessed the wisdom and the courage honest- 
ly to meet the issues which have given vitality 
to this Labor movement, we should not now 
be menaced by it, but should have it for an 
ally.

CROPS. 


Statement of the Department of Agriculture 
tor September. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 10.—The 
stutistical report of the Department of Agri- 
culture for September presents a heavy re- 
duction tn condition of cotton, corn and pota- 
toes, with little change in the status of wheat 
and other small grains. The high promise of 
the cotton crop has been redpoed over ten 
points, from 93.3 to . 8, the effect of excessive 


rains on the Atlantic coast and drouth in the 
Guif States, Serious shedding of bolle has 
resulted from both causes. The boll worm 
and caterpiliar have a wide distribution, 
doing some damage already and threatening 
still heavier loss. N 

The State averages are: Virginia, 88; North 
Carolina, 89; South Carolina, #9; Georgia, 84; 
Florida, 88; Alabama, 81; Mississippi, 54; 
Louisiana, 8; Texas, 77; Arkansas, 83; Ten- 
nessee, 78. 

There isa further loss in condition of maize, 
from 80.6 to 72.8 per cent, four points lower 
than last year’s crop in September. 
The memorable crop failure of 1881 was 
indicated by 60 in September and 66 in 
October, some improvement having resulted 
from more favorable conditions. The depre- 
ciation is nearly all inthe West. The States of 
the Atlantic Coast and those of the Gulf re- 
port larger crops than those of lust year al- 
ready beyond the reach of disaster. In the 
seven corn-surplas States the average of last 
month was 74; now 64. ‘The fizures are: Ohio, 
68; Indiana, 61; lilinois, 57; Iowa, 78; Mis- 
souri, 67; Kansas, 42; Nebraska, 72. 

The average of New York and Pennsylvania 
is 96; of Veorgia, 04; of Texas 8; of Tennessee, 
80, and of Kentucky, 60. The average condi- 
tion of winter and spring wheat when har- 
vested is 82; last year 87.8; in 1885, 72. 

In the spring wheat region, Dakota returns 
79, asmali gain; Minnes:ta and Wisconsin, 72; 
Iowa 71, and Nebraska 76, a slight reduction 
from last month. The increase of acreage 
will make the difference still less between the 
present crop and that of 1586. 

The average for rye is 82.2, That of oats 
88.4, against 85.6 last month, showing slight 
decline. The average for barley is 83, against 
86.2 last month. A reduction in buckwheat 
bas occured, from 99 last month to 80. The 
averse of condition for potatoes is very much 
reduced, from 80.8 last month to 67.3. This 
is four points lower than in 1881, and the low- 
est record for September thatthe Depurtment 
has ever recorded. The reduction is mainly 
inthe West. The Maine average is 78. that of 
New York Sl, and of Pennsylvania 75. The 
Michigan average is 89; that of Illinois 40; 
Indiana, 43; Ohio, 52; Iowa, 57, Missouri, 77; 
Kansas, 62; Nebraska, 68. 

The condition of cigar tobacco is high in 
New York and Pennsylvania, but depressed 
Slightly in Connecticutand Wisconsin. There 
is slight improvement in Eastern shipping 
tobacco, and further depression in Western. 
Condition in Virginia, 87, North Carolina, 89; 
Tennessee, 60; Kentucky, 55; Ohio, 55; In 
diana, 48; Liinois, 52; Missouri, 59.

THE CHANCXLLOR CHATS. 


Father Vander Sanden’s Opinions About 
Belgium and Holland. 


Chancellor Van der Sanden of the Arch Dio- 
cose of St. Louis was very busy returning con- 
gratulations when a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
called tosee him about his European trip. 
There was good reason for the congratula- 
tions, as the Chancellor left the city last Octo- 
ber so sick a man that his friends scarcely 
hoped they would ever see him again. 
To-day he is looking as if he had never hada 
sick day in his life. He attributes his restora- 


tion to health entirely to the sulphur eprings 
of Aix-la-Chapelie, Belgium, where he took a 
course of treatment for two months, be- 


ginning last May. Chancellor Vander 
Sanden was beset by difficulties in getting 
away. He left St. Louis October 


20, 1888, and after getting one day out at sea 
a shaft broke and the steamer had to return to 
New York for repairs. Arrived at Antwerp 
after a stormy passage, he spent the time in 
Belgiom and Holland, varying his sojourn 
there with occasional] runsthrough portious of 
Germany. He found the people prosperous and 
happy. The spring crop of rye and wheat was 
the largest the country had seen for fifty years. 
BOTH GOOD AND BAD. 

This would have been a source of great con- 
gratulation had it not been that the sum- 
mer crops of potatoes, oats, etc., were al- 
most entirely destroyed by drouth. I hear 
you have had a drouth here, saidthe Chan- 
cellor. I wish you could see the long 
reaches of parched ground, waterirss 
and grassiess as a desert, over there ; 
you wouldn’t talk about your drouth.’ 

The weather was quite unprecedented. Not 
satisfied with the drouth, there seemed to 
be a disposition on the part of the weather to 
ruin what had survived. On the highianda of 
Limburg, Belgium, the potatoes had escaped 
the drouth, and the people were very hopeful; 
but on August l4 and 15 there came a killing 
frost and the potato crop weat the way of the 
rest. 

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Although the people generally impressed 
him as being happy and contented, there was 
a slumbering feeling against the schovui sys- 
tein. Father Vander Sanden explains that 
under the oid system of communal schools, 
the children were taught the catechism and 
the people were taxed only for 
the schools they patronized. But the ‘‘in- 
fidel’’ government, as he calls it, overthrew 
this system, and now makes the public pay 
for schools they have no interest in. In some 
cases, he said, teachers were paid who didn’t 
have a pupil to instruct. So obstinate is the 
Goverment, however, that it will not recog- 
nize the pronounced public objection, but 
continues to pay the unoccupied teach- 
ers. In religion he did not see 
that Infidelity was making any inroads 
upon the Church, either in Holland or Bel- 
gium. Politically, the people, as a whole, 
appear satisfied with their governmental con- 
ditions, and there is no marked tendency 
toward a republicanism that aims at the 
driving out of royalty. To that length the 
people show no disposition to go. 

The Chancellor left Frankfort August 20, and 
had one of the roughest passages he ever ex- 
périenced. The steamer was fifteen days 
crossing. For seven days a terrific storm 
raged incessuntly. No lives were lost and the 
vessel weathered the gale magnificently. He 
came right on trom New York and has already 
resumed his place in the chancery office, 
which Vicar-General Brady has been occupy- 
ing voluntarily during his absence.

HOW “COUNT” MITKIEWICS OBTAINED HIS 
GREAT CHINESE CONCESSIONS. 


* 


The Alleged Russian Nobleman’s Misrepre- 
sentation of Great Capital and Enter- 
prise—What the Scheme is Worth—Tele- 
phones and Nationa! Banks Useless in 
China—Dipiomacy of the Celestials. 


By Telegravh to the POST-DISPATCT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 10.—It is 
hardly likety that ‘‘Count’’ Mitkiewics wll 
figure very prominently in any of the enfer- 
prises which the Wharton Barker syndicate 
will inaugurate in China after the schemes are 
fully developed. ‘‘Count’’ Mitkiewics secured 
the concession, it is true, but securing the 
rights and fulfilling the contract are different 
things. A gentleman connected with the 
diplomatic service says: 5 

„Count Mitklewics represented to the 
Chinese Embassy in Washington that he was a 
man who could command an unlimited 
amount of capital, not only in America, but in 
England, Russia and France, through bis 
financial and family connections. The Chinese 
Government has for years tried to induce 
European capitalists to build railroads in the 
interior of China. The present Viceroy, who 
granted the concession to Mitlklewies, has 
himself visited Europe for the purpose 
of securing a small loan for the Chinese 
Government, as well as to induce 
European capitalists and financiers to take 
hold of the railroads projected by the Chi- 
nese Government. This Viceros, let it be un- 
derstood, belongs to what they call the Pro- 
gressive party. There are three parties in 
China—the ancient Tartar Dynasty, the pres- 
ent Dynasty, and the Liberal or Progressive 
party. The latter favors the adoption of a 
more liberal system conforming with Euro- 
pean and American civilization. Count Mit 
kiewics suddenly appeared before the Chinese 
Ambassador in Washington and represented 
himself as having influential connections, and 
the Chinese Government believed him to be 
able to accomplish what he promised. Mitkie- 
wics then started for China and metthe Vice- 
roy, to whom he represented himself to be a 
Russian Count and the agent ot such capital- 
ists in Americaas Jay Gould and other wealthy 
men. Heclaimed to have a perfect under- 


standing with these American capitalists, 
who were desirous of establishing a closer 
bond of friendship between the two countries. 
To further that end the syndicate which the 
Count represented would like to receive cer- 
tain concessions which would be 

BENEFICIAL TO ALL PARTIES CONCERNED. 

Ine Chinese Government was not only will- 
ing to establish a system of national! banking, 
such as is in existence in England, but wus 
desirous of having railroads built and provis- 
ion made for supplying munitions of war and 
war vessels, and,in fact, of putting China 
upon the same footing as England and France, 
and at the same time obtain the friendship of 
Russia and the United Stutes through Count 
Mitkiewics’ influence. The Viceroy, who had 
been in Europe trying so induce capitalists 
to build railroads and adopt the system which 
Mitkiewics advanced, and bad failed, accepted 
at once Mitkiewics’ proposition to do all that 
he had promised to do without any subsidy or 
guarantee. All the telegraphing that is done 
inChina is simply within the treaty ports, 
between the English, French and German 
merchants and some of the interior mer- 
chants, and telephoning is the same way. 
Now, howcan the Chinese Government force 
upon the treaty ports any particular kind of 
telephones? The idea of constructing telegraph 
and telephone lines in China simply in the 
interior is absurd asthere is absolutely no 
use for them there whatever. As for the 
establishment ofa national bank in China, 
that is equally as greata farce, forall the 
business transactions are made in the treaty 

orts by the French, English and German 

anks established there. Tho Viceroy know- 

ing all this and beinga shrewd financier, 
when Mitkiewics offered to construct rail- 
roads without any subsidy or guarantee for 
payment, thought it worth while to give the 
concession. 

China desires gunboats and to build up its 
navy, and ifCount Mitkiewics can accomplish 
this without any subsidy or any guarantee he 
is the man, so thought the Viceroy. The Chi- 
nese Government is very anxious to have ruil- 
roads in the interior of China in order to trans- 
port troops against - hostile Governments 
which it has been fighting for 100 years. The 
offered large subsidies to European capital - 
ists, which were refused, and when Count 
Mitkiewics came forward and suggested that 
he could do all that they required without any 
subsidy or guarantee whatsvever,the proposi- 
tion was 

IMMEDIATELY ACCEPTED. 

The Chinese Government then sent to this 
country an ambassador to ratify the conces- 
sions officially with the American Govern- 
ment, as well as with the Russian Govern- 
ment, and to conclude with them an offensive 
and defensive alliance in order to maintain 
said concession. When the Chinese arrived in 
this country and found the Americans en- 
tirely indifferent and the Russian Government 
not recognizing Mitkiewics as a ‘‘Count’’ or 
as a representative of that nation, they were 
placed in a great dilemma. They found 
that by accepting the misrepresentations 
ot Mitklewics they had made foois 
of themselves before the whole civilized 
world, and like oes diplomatists went to 
work to extricate themselves from the ridiou- 
lous position in which the Count had placed 
them. They first gave out that the concession 
hud been granted simply on conditions, ard 
that it was left tothe Minister at Wasaington 
to find out whether the men compusing the 
syndicate were responsibie or not. hen 
they discovered that the only responsible man 
among them was Wharton Barker, they re- 
sorted to Sipemese oriental cunning, and 
gave out that they were satisfied with 
the stagding of Barker. The Chinese 
Governnitnt found itself in a serious 
dilemma, for by its conduct it has shown that 
itis talse and double-faced to all the tre 
—— and the result gw * a complication 
etween themselves and t French and En- 
lish Governments. How they can prove to 

e world that they acted in good faith, and 
that the American concession is a genuine 
one, is a question which time alone can 
answer. This concession, which is consid- 
ered a great boom for the United States, isa 
sham, clouded with oriental diplomacy. An 
reasonable man knows that most of the Chf. 
nese resources are pledywed to French an

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LAYING THE WIRES. 


THE POLITICIANS MAKING COMBINATIONS 
FOR THE NEXT ELECTION. 


Great Activity Among the Democratic Ward 
Workers in Preparation for the Election 
of a Mayor in April, 1889—How His Honor 
Displeased the Political Powers—Kuifing 
Allen’s Supporters and Seducing Noo- 
nan’s Followers — The Saloon-Keepers 
Confident That Judge Noonan Will Be 
Promoted to the Mayoralty—Wire-Pull- 
ing by the Ward Workers. 


The truth of the farm-yard adage concern- 
ing the success of the early bird is fully ap- 
preciated by the politicians. In the course of 
human events, as regulated by the Scheme 
and Charter in this latitude, the citizens of 
Et. Lonis will not be called on to select a 
Mayor until twenty moons have waxed and 
waned, but the busy politicians are already 
preparing for that event. Combinations 
being made, wires are being laid, political 
breastworks are being built, mined and 
countermined, at this time, twenty months 
before the siege. 

A survey of the political field should begin 
at the office of the Recorder of Voters, where 
work is now in hand that will materially affect 
the situation in April, 1889. Since the last 
election 12,000 names have been marked on 
the registration books for removal. The large 
majority of these appear on paper with 4 
Democratic complexion. The Fifteenth Ward 
tepublican managers have listed nearly one 
thousand colored men who were mysteriously 
stricken from the lists, for re-registration. 
Within afew months an invitation to register 
will be extended to about one thousand citl- 
zens, who have heretofore neglected to avail 
themselves of the right to vote, doubting the 
effectiveness of the ballot. These three im- 
portant facts will greatly affect the majority 
guestion, and in all probability give the Re- 


publican party the advantage, with a safe, | 


respectable vote that will be able to decide on 
all candidates, and will bold the balance of 
power in the party contentions. All the 
activity so far has been displayed in the Dem- 
ocratic camp. The Republicans have not 
yet organized for the Mayoral campaign. 


They have three candidates in view. Council- 
man N O. Nelson is regarded as the most 
yrobable choice, although he says he will not 
— u candidate. KX Mayor Wm. L. Ewing will 

„robably be bronght out by his friends E. 8. 
towse will accept the nomination if he can get 
it. His hands are, however, stained with ‘the 
blood of the special tax sprinkling bill, in the 
execution of which he took a prominent part 
whilein the Council. No work has been done 
by the Republican candidates or workers in the 
wards us yet. 

The Democratic party has already made 
seven entries for 

THE MAYORALTY, 
viz.: the present incumbent, D. R. Francis, 
Judge E. A. Noonan, George W. Allen, Seth 
W. Cobb, C. C. Rainwater, James Banner- 
man und David Caruth. It is safe to predict, 
even at this early date, that there will not be 
more than three starters. Francis, Rainwa- 
ter and Cobb are from the merchants’ stable, 
and only one will go tothe post. Bannerman 
and Caruth are from the same stable, and will 
not enter against each other. Francis, 
Noonan and Allen have already made trial 
spurts and will probably go around the track, 

This is the outlook for the race for Mayor on 
the Democratic side. Mr. Francis is much 
flattered by complimentary mention in the 
country press as a possible candidate for Gov- 
ernor. Some of his friends believe that a chair 
may be leftfor bim in the Cleveland Cabinet 
of 1888, but a much more probable outlook isa 
fight for the position which he now files. He 
is actively at work making arecord on which 
he can go before the people. He has accom. 
plished the refunding of a big slice of the 
municipal debt at 3.65, started a new water- 
works, been an active spiritand spent money 
in advertising St. Louis, aided in securing a 
big reduction in the price of gas 
and done other things for which he will claim 
the honor, andare-election, when the time 
comes, All this willavail him naught if he 
does not improve his relationship with the 
nominating powers. His reappointment of 
Gen. Turner as Street Commissioner has given 
great offense, particularly in the north end of 
the city. An organization consisting of seit- 
appointed representatives from each of eleven 
northern wards held several meetings in June 
at which Francis’ action inreappointing Turn- 
er was denounced. Gen. Turner did lit 
tle to save his political reserver 
irom condemnation. When the res- 
ignation of Superintendent Copes was de- 
manded Turner granted it reluctantly, and 
at the same time avenged the interference by 
discharging six young Democrats and re-em- 

loying Copes in another position. This Is 
eld by the Democratic Mayor-makers to be 
the incumbent's highcrime. If Francis drops 
outof the race, Bannerman will probably be 
the nominee. Noonan now has the saloon- 
keepers’ support, but it is doubtful whether 
they will want him for Mayor. If not, his sup. 
port will probably goto President George W. 
Allen, as far as Noonan can control it. Col. 
Dave Caruth says: l'm not ready to go into 
public lite.“ He still has a lively recollection 
of the injustice done him as a Police Commis- 
sioner. : 

IN THE WARDS 
the forces are mobilizing for the fight after 
their rest. The leaders are very active, as 
will appear from the following review of the 
situation: 

HOW IT LOOKS IN THE WARDS. 

In the First Ward Ed Butler and his lieuten- 
ants, Justices Kane and Sheehan, are in a 
quandary. Butler bas a pernicious proclivity 
to be on the winning side that makes his ward 
an unknown quantity in contests of doubtful 
outcome. His one great boon asked of the ad- 
mninistration was the appointment of his son 
Jim to the City-Attorneyship.The grant of this 
has led to his being ranked on the side of the 
administration. If Bannerman or Dave Caruth 
is in the neid he will desert the Mayor. 
It the brewers decide to indulge Noonan’s 
ambition in the race for Mayor, Chariey 
Rehweicklhart will work to help get him the 
JDbremocratic delegation in the First. Butler 
will not be for Noonan. At the dead-lock bo- 
tween Rainwater and Noonan during the night 
of the last Democratic convention Putior was 
offered big money to inaugurate a break on 
the roll-call for Noonan, but refused to do so 
onthe ground that the party could not win 
with Noonan. After Francis, the First wil] 
support any Manin preference to Allen or 
Noonan, 

Inthe Second Ward Allen counts on his 
strongest support in the Furbers, 
but Francis is making war on 
his forces. The Furbers are for Allen 
solid. Onlyafew days ago Joe Furber was 
bounced out of the Chief Clerkship at the In- 
sane Asylum—a martyr to the Allen cause. 
Francis bas given Delegate Monahan every 
market-house appointment he asked for and 
retained the friendship of Justice Jim Meat 
fery, who will pull Harry Keevil from the 
Furber crowd and, with Monahan and Market 
Master Terrence Martin, give Francis the dele- 
gation, 

The Third Ward will be for Noonan on a 
show-down. Francis is relying on Deputy 
Sheriff Tom Skidmore and his Meutenant 
City Weigher Guion. His friends tell him 
he is leaning on a oObroken reed. 
John Taylor of the &8t. Louis Gas- 
works and Gus An are for Noonan. 
Deputy Collector John R. Slevin is for Allen.

Three of the large breweries are located in 
the Eleventh Ward.

Tom has two brothers 
in the Fire Department, a brother-in-law 
in the Harbor Department, and other relatives 
equally well provided for. During the in- 
terval pending the election of his friend, Ed 
Noonan, as Mayor, Tom is politically carrying 
his tail between his legs. 

Mike Kenefick, Clerk of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, Andy Blong and Delegate 
John Waters wililrebel against C. C. Maflitt’s 
rule in the Seventeenth, and support Noonan. 
Bannerman will get nothing if Waters can 
helpit. Pat o’Connell, the iceman, is for 
Noonan as asole choice. Jim Busby wanted 
to be Jailor, but was compromised with, and 
given a place in Kledus’ office. This will not 
alter the Seventeenth ward probabilities. 

In the Eighteenth, Jim Sweeney, one of 
Noonan’s ‘‘Solid Sixty-seven,’’ of the last 
convention; Henckler, who was beaten in the 
race for the House of Delegates, and Allen St. 
Clair, who falled to get a place in the Harbor 
and Wharf Department, will manage things 
for Noonan. 

The Brennan brothers and Delegate John 
Clark are expected to co-operate to send a 
Francis delexation to the convention from the 
Nineteenth Ward. If Dave Caruth willrun he 
can get three-fourths of this ward and will 
eye get one-half of it for Bannerman if 
10 is in the race.

W. Francis are the powers in 
the Twenty-fourth Ward. They have not set- 
tled on any one, but are disgusted with Fran- 
cis, who dickered with Delegate John Pohb!- 
man over the street superintendency in the 
northern district.

WHEEL WHIMS. 


Lynn’s Last KRaces—A Twelve-Mile Coast— 
Local Boad Contest—Notes. 


The last bicycle tournament at Lynn, Mass., 
Monday, was very interesting. The amateurs 
were ambitious, and even the professionals 
didn’t loaf as much as usual.

In the three-mile handicap 
all the professional flyers were experted 
to start, but Neilson and McCurdy having col- 
lided the day before, neither ran. Neilson 
was badly bruised in the collision. Rowe evi- 
dently is still a favorite, for he was loudly 
cheered as he the rand stand. 
Crocker started with 130 yards, Hollingsworth 
with 240 and Albert Nightingale with 250. The 
latter was described as a new man in a very 
. —· 17 suit. Rowe caught up with 
rocker on the second lap and trailed close at 
bis rear wheel during the next circuit.

A SCOUT’S THRILLING RIDE. 

J. A. Lewis, Secretary-Treasurer of the Mis- 
souri Division, had a delightful experience at 
Interlaken, Switzerland.

Flow the Pioneers of Oratorio Labored—

The history of choral music in this city is a 
checkered one and is marked by hosts of fail- 
pres, but this branch of musical progress seems 
at last to be on a pretty sound basis.

Detroit Will Surely Play the 
Browns for the Cham- 
pionship. 


The Big Athletic Meeting To- Morrow 
at Union Park. 


Presdent Byrne’s Remarkable Change of 
Heart onthe Percentage Question—How 
Smiling Mickey“ Welch First Played 
Professional Base Ball—Champion John 
L. Sullivan Now Has His Say to Mr. Pat 
Sheedy—The Thistle’s Bottom and Sail- 
ing Qualities—Excelsior Rowing Club’s 
Big Race To-Morrow for the Merkel 
Cup—The Championship Records ef the 
League and Association—Sporting Mat- 
ters in General- Base Ball and Athletic 
Gostip— Diamond Chips. 


The great contests for the champion 


ship of the world in base ball this 
fall promise to surpass in interest any- 
thing of the kind ever enacted in the 


history ofthe national game, not excepting 
the great games at the close of last season be- 
tween the St. Louis Browns and the Chicago 
White Stockings. The best players in the 
League now concede that Detroit will surely 
win first honors in that race. They havea 
magnificent lead over the Chicagos, a lead 
which that aggregation at leastcan never hope 
tocatch, and their prospects are brilliant. 
The st. Louis Club has already virtually capt- 
ured the pennant of the Association. The 
Detroits and the Browns have exactly the same 
number of games yet to play, namely twenty- 
two. As far as the Browns are concerned it is 
almost impossible for them to lose, and the 
chances are 99 in 100 that the Detroits will pass 
first under the wire. Of the twenty-two games 
remaining to be played by Detroit sixteen are 
to be played onthe home grounds, a decided 
advantage, by the way. Of these there are 
one with Pittsburg, three with Boston, three 
with Washington, three with Philadelphia, 
three with New York and three with Indianap- 
olis, Of the six games abroad three are to be 
played with Pittsburg and three with Indian- 
apolis. Calculating on Detroit’s record with 
these clubs and the records of the other prob- 
able candidates forthe pennant it can be ap- 
preciated that the probabilities are all in favor 
of Stearns’ club. The appearance of Dunlap, 
the great second baseman, with the Wolver- 
ines, against the Browns, will be a feature of 
interest, and the struggle promises to be one 
which will be a rare treat to lovers of artistic 
base ball. a 
= * 

Arrangements ot the details, cities, division 
of receipts, etc., have not yet been touched 
but there is a general understanding between 
Presidents Von der Ahe and Stern on this 
head. The latter is willing to adopt the sug- 
gestions of the St. Louis manager whose plans 
have, in a general way, been laid before the 
public thrmugh the columns of the Post-DIs- 
PATCH. As everybody knows Mr. Von der 
Ahe has a contract with Spalding to play three 
games with Chicagoin the month of October. 
These three games will be played but not until 
after the series with Detroit for the champion- 
ship shall have been finished. The contract 
does not specify dates so that its terms can be 
filled by playing the games any time in that 
month. This willleave the Browns free to 
meet the Detroits as soon as the Association 
season is over. The Browns finish the season 
at Cleveland October 10 and the Detroits finigh 
at Indianapolis October8. Mr. Von der Ahe’s 
proposition is to go direct to the East and open 


the series for the world’s championship in 
New York. This is done 80 as to avoid the 
cold weather whieh would be encountered 
were the series opened in the West. This 
programme may be changed, but itis hardly 
probable. The cities included in the schedule 
are New York, Brooklyn, Boston, Philadel- 
gota. Pittsburg, Baltimore, Detroit and St. 

uis. The division of the receipts will prob- 
ably be the same as that of the spring series, 
viz., 50 percent to the winner, 30 per cent to 
the loser, and 20 per cent to the management 
of the grounds on which the game is played.

From the Boston Herala. 

The stories told about the Thistle put one in 
mind of the stories told of the four-oared boat 
Superior, which was rowed by the St. John 
crew against Fort Hill’s pet Bantry crew in 
the Maid of Erin years ago. It took years to 
wipe out the notion that prevailéd in some 
quarters that there was a glass bottom’’ on 
the St. John boat, and about as silly stuff is 


now finding its way into public prints about 
the Thistle. If there are any bubbles“ on 
the bottom of the Thistle, they must be made 
by barnacles, mussels, clams or something of 
this nature, for the bottom of the Thistle is 
quite foul, asshe has not been hauled out of 
Water since she was launched, and every one 
knows tit a yacht’s bottom becomes quite 
foul in a very short time. ' 

The stories told about the Thistle’s remark- 
able performances in her practice sails need 
to be sifted, and allowance should be made 
for her rough bottom. It is almost impossible 
to make an intelligent comparison on the 
merits of a yacht sailing alone, except she is 
logged, and, in this event, the results are not 
decisive, for some other yacht, under the 
same conditions, might do as well. The This- 
tle is the best yacht that ever came over here 
to sall for the cup, and her chances, there- 
fore, are better than ber predecessors. 

In speaking with one of the best posted 
yachtsmen in this country regarding the re- 
sult of the Volunteer-Thistie races, he said: 
Can you name any race where a cutter with 
the same sail area has sailed against an Amer- 
ican sloop, where the cutter was beaten? This 
is a question that answers itself, and here 
comes the Thistle with a sail area equal to the 


Volunteer. Following out previous results,
